Street Musician Brian Gregg Keeps On Plucking 





MY TOWN SCOTT LINGLEY 
EDMONTON STREET MUSICIAN 
BRINGS FOUR DECADES OF 
EXPERIENCE TO THE SCENE 


The emergence of spring has meant 
the return of a certain lanky, tinsel- 
jacketed electronic busker to ser- 
enade the downtown lunch crowd 
as weather permits. That would be 
one Breezy Brian Gregg, a six-string 
troubadour who has been taking ad- 
vantage of the natural reverb avail- 
able on the southwest corner of 
Edmonton's foremost cement plaza, 
just across from the Milner Library, 
for going on three years. : 

And so, with the occasion of 
Grege’s new solo instrumental CD 
entitled Street that digitizes some 
of the guitarist’s sunny noontime 
repertoire — complete with the faint 
whoosh of traffic added for ambi- 
ence — I thought it might be a good 
time to get to know our local space 
cowboy a little better.

Lots of people think performing in 
public for pocket change is the do- 
main of the wood-shedding amateur 
hoping to pick up a few bucks while 
practicing, but Gregg brings four de- 
cades of professional experience to 
the sidewalk. This includes bragging 
rights for playing in the band that 
opened for Led Zeppelin on their 
storied 1969 swing through Edmon- 
ton and helping in the late 1970s to 
convert the Commercial Hotel Tav- 
ern from a C-circuit country dive 
into a national blues landmark. His 
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decision to start playing al fresco had 
more to do with the devaluation of 
live local music than a decline in per- 
sonal fortunes. 

“If you think about it, playing mu- 
sic is a public service,” the guitarist 
Says, recalling a time when the city 
boasted a couple of dozen viable ven- 
ues that offered live music six nights 
a week and the musician's union 
saw to it that players earned scale 
or better. This probably sounds like 
a fairytale world to current local acts 
that play for a bar tab or accept a to- 
ken sum just to get on a decent bill 

“With the gigging scene the way it 
is, | thought to myself I want to go 
out and play music, but I don’t feel 
like playing at club where I have to 
split the door with two other bands 
while the bar's charging $5.50 a beer 
— that's a rip-off. I'm just going to go 
out and do it this way.” 

Along with non-musical jobs, 
Gregg still gigs — often with his girl- 
friend Patsy Amico and sometimes 
with his two sons — teaches music 
and has long hosted the Little Flower 
Open Stage at the Fiddler's Roost on 
99th Street, but busking has formed 
part of his playing regimen since 
1998. He usually works Corona Sta- 
tion in the cold months but he’s hap- 
py to drag his portable tube amp into 
the daylight when weather permits 
He says he draws on a repertoire of 
about 60 tunes, 20 of which are col- 
lected on Street — themes that range 


from House of the Rising Sun and 
The Girl from Ipanema to Danny 
Boy, Pop Goes the Weasel and stuff 
that he just makes up on the spot 

"That's my job, to make people 
happy, right? So I don't have to play 
the most intricate or inspired piece of 
music to do my job of making people 
feel good.” 

Last week’s downtown stabbings 
aside, Gregg doesn’t believe Edmon- 
ton's reputation as a rough town is 
entirely warranted, he hopes that his 
presence in an area frequented by all 
walks of life does something to make 
the mix a bit less volatile 

“Not very often have I seen trou- 
ble, but I like how my music seems 
to make that whole street violence 
thing seem like less of a threat. I feel 
like being there, putting some live 
music into the space, that | change it 
a little bit, | hope I do anyway, I hope 
I give a little lift to people. Maybe 
that makes them a little less likely to 
express themselves with violence.” 

A good lunch hour might see 
Gregg pull in $50 from passersby (“I 
only count the loonies and toonies, I 
don't count the small change."), but 
€dmontonians haven't always been 
reliably generous. Performing elec- 
trically has helped him reach a wider 
audience from his vantage point on 
the edge of Churchill Square, but he 
says he knows not to pin his liveli- 
hood on busking, 

“I've had days where I make zero. 


Some days | actually lose cause I have 
to pay five dollars to park. I think tc 
busk you can't have any expectation 
about what you're going to make, sc 
that anything that happens is a bo. 
nus, right?” 

A query about Gregg’s mayoral 
candidacy in 1998 elicits the frank 
admission that his political aspira 
tions were a manifestation of bipola 
disorder, the same condition that had — 
sidetracked his musical career for 
five years in his youth. Gregg wounc 
up arrested and briefly institutional 
ized, an episode that he says had an 
upside. 

“In the end it was a good thing 
because I came out understanding 
what bipolar was, and they showed 
me how to look after myself, gave 
me medication that didn’t bother 
me, but the whole thing was really 
hard on my family. Now I've been 
fine for 12 years. I love the city, but 
there's no way in my normal mind 
I'd want to be the mayor. I want to 
play the guitar. | couldn't do that if | 
‘was mayor.” 

Gregg will celebrate the release of 
Street on Friday, May 14 by occupy 
ing his regular spot on the southwest 
corner of Sir Winston Churchill 
Square from noon to 4 p.m., then re 
pairing to Rossdale Community Hal! 
(10135 96th Ave.) for an evening 
performance with special guests 
The $15 cover charge includes a copy 
of the CD.

As part of its economic stimulus package, 
the federal government last year introduced 
the Marquee Tourism Events Program, a 
$100 million, two-year program designed 
to balster major tourism events. There are, 
of course, winners and losers. Last year, the 
Folk Fest was rejected In its grant request, 
while the Fringe Festival received a wel- 
comed $414,000. 

Itstood to reason that this year's grants 
would include a few sheckles for the Folk 
Fest. but again, the venerable peace, love 
and good vibes fest was shut out. Even the 
Fringe Festival, coming off its best year ever, 
got a thumbs down from the marquee tour- 
ismattics. As if that wasn't bad enough, 
‘two organizations that couldn't be further 
remaved from the Folk and Fringe fests — 
the money-losing Honda Edmonton Indy 
auta race ($821,000), and the Edmonton 
Grey Cup game and ‘festival’ ($425,000) — 
did very well for thernselves. 

You can argue all you like about which 
groups should, and should not, receive this 
kind of largesse. But debating the relative 
merits of the Folk Fest vs. the Honda Indy 


detracts from the fact that the Marquee 
Tourism Events Program is pork barrel 
Politics at its worst. 

Quebec events snagged a whopping $15 
million in grants, including $3 million each 
toa pair of very successful Quebec cultural 
events, the Montreal Jazz Fest and the Just 
for Laughs festival. And it's not just the big 
fame Quebec events that got money; an 
event called the Festival Westem de St-Tite, 
received nearly $650,000 this year, and 
$520,000 last year. By coincidence, St-Tite 
Isina rare Tory-held Quebec riding. 

The bottom line is that the calibre or 
Importance of the event is irrelevant, This is 
@ political slush fund, and as such the priori- 
ties are entirely political 

Aside from a few dollars to red meat Con- 
Servative events like car racing and football, 
Edmonton just doesn't make the list of 
events worth supporting. There is no need to 
bribe Alberta voters. We is as secure to the 
Tories as a baby in its mother's arms. 

Anyway, if Alberta is as conservative as we 
claim to be, we should reject such shameless 
vote buying. Right? 





OVERREACTING TO THE LIBRARY PROBLEM 





The front doors to the Stanley Milner 
library, on 102nd Avenue facing Churchill 
Square, have become the scene of a number 
of disturbing, violent incidents, including 
stabbings. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel has an idea to 
solve the problem — move the congested 
entrance to the opposite side of the library, 
away from the bus stop. The administra- 
tion has jumped into action to placate the 
mayor, scurrying to produce a report on the 
cost of moving the main entrance. Before we 
jump into some wildly expensive kneejerk 


plan with no guarantee of success, let's look 
at some simpler solutions. 

No less than a dozen routes stop in front 
of the library. Move most of the stops else- 
where, and you've got part of your conges: 
tion problem solved. Perhaps the bus shelter 
should be removed to make mare room on 
the sidewalk, or maybe the sidewalk should 
be expanded a bit. Increased enforcement, 
already happening, will clear up a lot of the 
problem. Surely we can find a solution to a 
problem that doesn't involve tearing up an 
important building.

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To add to the long list of things that 
officially make me a nerd, last Thurs- 
day I spend a couple of hours watch- 
ing British election results on my 
computer. I even took my computer 
to bed with me (insert own dirty joke 
here) and watched an hour or two 
before retiring for the evening 

You might think this is pathetic — 
and you may be right — but hear me 
out. Watching the live BBC results 
harkened back to the golden days of 
Monty Python. There's even a real 
life Monster Raving Looney Party. 

It was fascinating to watch an elec- 
tion so like ours, and so unlike ours 
in so many ways. 

As you've may know, the results of 
the British election were “extraordi- 
nary.” Or at least, that was the word 
of the day to the BBC announcers, 


who seemed to find pretty much 
everything about the vote to be “ex- 
traordinary.” The vote was expected 
to be close, and it was, resulting in the 
first minority parliament in Britain 
since 1974. In Britain, however, they 
don't call it a minority government, 
but a “hung” parliament, I waited all 
night for one of the announcers to 
say that parliament was “well hung”, 
but alas, they did not 

OF course, here in Canada, land of 
the pizza parliament, we're accus- 
tomed to hung parliaments. We had 
minority parliaments from 1962-68, 
two shorties in the 1970s, and what 
seems to be a near permanent minor- 
ity, from 2004 to present day. But 
the British parliament is nowhere 
near as well hung as the Canadian 
parliament (sorry, couldn't resist) 
It's all so ... extraordinary. 

Sadly, almost everything | know 
about British politics | know from 
Monty Python, just the way my 
knowledge of classical music comes 
from Warner Bros. cartoons, Brit 
politicos were a ripe target for the 
anarchic comedy troupe, but until 
Thursday | didn’t know just how true 
to life their parodies were 

On Python, as in real life British 
politics, the winners are announced 
(a declaration, I believe they called 
it) by a functionary — often the may-

takes to a makeshift stage in a school 
gymnasium or other public place, 
with the candidates gathered som- 
berly behind him. The results are 
read out very formally, which made 
for high comedy when the results for 
the candidate for the Monster Raving 
Looney Party were read. The winner 
barely breaks a smile, accepts a few 
congratulatory handshakes from the 
other candidates, and it’s all over. 

Every candidate, no matter how 
important, has to stand on that little 
stage while the winner is announced 
Gordon Brown, the Labour prime 
minister, gave his victory speech in 
the riding of Kirkcaldy and Cowden- 
beath while another candidate stood 
stock still, wearing ominous sun- 
glasses, with one clenched fist raised 
in the air. Brown got off lightly com- 
pared to Conservative leader David 
Cameron, who shared the stage with 
a fat guy in a white suit from the 
Monster Raving Looney Party, and 
another guy who looked an awful lot 
like Jesus, complete with a crown of 
thorns. The Christ-like illusion was 
shattered, however, when his name 
was announced and he did a little 
two-step.

DINING VIETNAMESE 


Not Bad, But Not Great 





NO WORLD BEATER, BUT 
PRETTY GOOD FOR HOT STUFF

The first time I spotted Thanh Tam’s 
big burgundy canopy as | hurtled 
westward down lllth Avenue, | 
thought it looked sort of spiffy and 
new and wondered if this signaled a 
posh alternative to the authentic but 
slightly grotty inner-city Vietnam- 
ese noodle joints that always seem 
to have the best food. Maybe | was 
tired or it was dark out or | had taken 
too much cough syrup for break- 
fast that day, because when | finally 
got around to inspecting Than Tam 
more closely I found my estimate did 
not square with reality. 

Thanh Tam does compare favour- 
ably with its immediate environs. 
The parking lot is busted up, gravel- 
trewn and flutters with black plas- 
tic as though someone tried unsuc- 
essfully to stuff it into a garbage 
bag. Neighbours include a massage 
parlour, a strip joint and some very 
alarmed-looking hare. So by those 
lights, Thanh Tam's air of stale-dat- 
ed glory is downright dignified 

Décor seems a strong word for 
what's going on in the capacious 
dining room, which has a few 
Oriental trappings draped over a 
1980s-vintage ambience, including 
4 yellow-and-purple colour scheme, 
well-used furniture, placeholder art 
that was included in the price of 
the cheap frames and loads of tall 
vertical mirrors with loads of child- 
level finger smears. On the way to 
the washrooms, feel free to pretend 
you're Orson Welles in the deranged 
funhouse climax of The Lady from 
Shanghai — at no additional cost! Gi- 
ant mutant goldfish haunt a crystal 
clear aquarium by the door. 

In the best tradition of grotty Viet- 
namese restaurants, elevator music 
pours like syrup over this splendid 


scene. The servers wear yellow golf 
shirts franked in green with the res- 
taurant’s logo and guide you smil- 
ingly to tables topped with scratched 
acrylic rectangles and the appropri 
ate selection of condiments — soya 
sauce, sticky-sweet hoisin and fi- 
ery red sriracha. The menu, too, is 
equipped with the requisites, from 
the expected appetizers, noodle soups 
and vermicelli to sizzling plates and 
even some tofu dishes for non-meat 
eaters who haven't yet learned they 
shouldn't necessarily expect such 
things from a Viet noodle house 

On our first visit, my co-diner 
and I decided to forego the standard 
temperature-check of any Vietnam- 
ese restaurant, its beef noodle soup 
(pho), and try out their vermicelli 
(bin). If you don't already know the 
drill, bunis fast food in the best sense 
skinny rice noodles are tossed with 
cooked-to-order meats, shredded 


($2.25) = and my co-diner attempt 
ed the pho (large: $8). I was curious 
about what a vegetarian could expect 
and ordered the tofu in lemongrass | 
with hot paper (sic) over rice, though 
any of the parallel veg dishes would 
have run me $8.85, 

As with our previous experience 
the results were solidly adequate. 
The puffy, golden-crisp green onion 
cake (with sweet chili dip) was just 
fine and the seriously spicy serving 
of crunchy, gingery pickled cabbage 
was so big we had to take most of it 
home. Co-diner found no overt fault 
with her big tureen of beef noodle 
soup, which was packed with chewy | 
noodles and thin slices of beef, but | 
that the broth was less artfully redo- | 
lent of aromatic spices than at our 
current pho standby, Thai Binh in 
Queen Mary Park 

Likewise, there was nothing wrong 
with my tofu dish in its moderately 








carrots, matchsticks of cucumber, 
bean sprouts, lettuce, fresh herbs like 
basil or mint, green onions, chopped 
peanuts and spring rolls (at your re 

quest), then the works is presented to 
you with a side of salty, pungent fish 
sauce. Ready in a jiffy, it's a satisfy 

ing meal in a bowl and Thanh Tam's 





$8-10 price range is consistent with 
the going rate. My own prefere 





is to have my bun with grilled slices 
of pork, but my co-diner was feel- 
ing omni-carnivorous and ordered 
grilled and shredded pork, chicken 
and that dubious puce orb, the beef 
ball (which tastes like Spam to me) 

The result was neither the best nor 
the worst bun I've ever had. It was 
generous enough and all the expected 
ingredients were present and fresh, 
but either the kitchen had failed to 
drain the noodles sufficiently or 
they'd extended their fish sauce with 
water because the flavours seemed 
diluted and the last third of the bowl 
was positively soggy. 

Curiosity about the rest of the 
menu brought us back a couple of 
weeks later, when we delved into the 
appetizer side of the menu — a green 
onion cake ($2.50) and some kim chi

spicy lemongrass shellac — the fried 
tofu strips had absorbed the flavours 
nicely — but the squares of red and 
green pepper that contributed va 
niety were rather outnumbered by 
chunks of onion, the excessive pres 
ence of which | always suspect, how 
ever unfairly, as a ploy to cheaply pad 
out a chintzy Asian entrée. Perhaps 
the tofu with mixed vegetables would 
have been the better choice for me 
All told, Thanh Tam makes accept 
able Vietnamese staples and would 
be a suitable choice if you're already 
in the vicinity for a lap dance, rub 'n 
tug or speedy oil change But in the 
great scheme of city noodle houses, 
there's room for improvement

The Edmonton Public library has a 
goal — to eliminate the old stereotype 
that libraries are only about books. 

And they plan to achieve that goal 
one colour at a time. 

Last month, the €PL launched its 
rebranding campaign by introducing 
a brand new logo and amusing slo- 
gans, that are seen everywhere from 
posters to membership cards. 

Tina Thomas, director of market-

I can't help but feel he got 
the shit-end of the stick, in a lot of 
ways, and | feel for him.” 

Baruchel’s co-star (and about as 
big a star as a Canadian can be ir 
Canada), Colm Feore, might jus 
happen to have reincarnated a little 
closer to the film’s core. “You know 
it's funny, because I flew in to do The 
Trotsky right after having done a 
stint on 24. I hadn't shaved, because 
I wanted them to have some options 
with my look. And when I arrived 
in Montreal and Jacob looked at me 
with a goatee, we all just started tc 
laugh, because | did look an awful lot 
like Lenin, so maybe that’s who I was 
in a past life.” 

And in his past roles, Feore has 
had the opportunity to play a lot of 
famous dead people — from Pierre 








Trudeau in the mini-series of the 
same name, to Glenn Gould to Cardi 
nal Giuliano Della Rovere in the new 
series The Borgias, brought to us by 
the same folks who did The Tutors 

And Feore credits much of his 
success to his classical theatre back 
ground (he trained at the National 
Theatre School in Montreal, and 
continues to work actively in the 
theatre, in particular at the Stratford 
Festival), and to being open to letting 
one thing lead to another. “I think 
that's the best thing I've learned 
about being an actor, one thing even 
tually turns into another thing, and 
you have to work hard, but be open 
to where life takes you.” 

Sounds rather laissez-faire for the 
reincarnation of a Russian revolu 
tionary — so maybe he’s not Lenin 
after all.

The first sign that all is not well in the 
creaky old mansion in House comes 
less than a minute after the seven 
adorable Japanese schoolgirls first 
set foot inside. They, stop to admire 
the chandelier in the main foyer, and 
all of a sudden it flashes Nintendo- 
neon and shoots two dagger-like 
shards of glass down at them. One 
of the pieces impales a small, hith- 
erto-unseen lizard that just so hap- 


pens to be scurrying across the floor; 
the other gets swiftly intercepted by 
Kung-Fu, the girls’ resident martial 
arts expert, who jumps three feet in 
the air to slow-motion chop it out of 
harm's way. 

It's but one surreal, jaw-droppingly 
entertaining moment ina film stuffed 
to the gills with them. In fact, No- 
buhiko Obayashi’s 1977 cult haunt- 
ed-house movie starts to go nuts well 
before the first mention of witches’ 
Curses, carnivorous pianos, or rivers 
of cats’ blood — even the relatively

banal domestic scenes that kick the 
film into motion are executed with a 
little kid’s maniacal, subversive de 
sire to empty her pockets and test 
out every trick she can think of on 
the screen. (Turns out that's hardly 
accidental: Obayashi did indeed base 
the script on the “eccentric musings” 
of his 11-year-old daughter. His simi- 
larly giddy direction must have been 
a natural extension.) 

A quick word about expectations 
House may sound like a horror film, 
but precisely zero of it is scary. Yet it’s 
not a parody or spoof, either. Noth 
ing in the script indicates that it's 
meant to be funny, exactly, though 
at the same time you aren't laughing 
ironically. 

It feels like a movie that's been 
beamed in from another dimension 
— a funhouse acid-trip tour of spec- 


tacle, based on some alien race’s best 
approximation of human logic 

Our heroines are all high school 
friends, whose rigid archetypal per- 
sonalities land them somewhere be- 
tween Spice Girls and Power Rang- 
ers. There's Gorgeous, Fantasy, Prof, 
Kung-Fu, Sweet, Melody, and Mac; 
I'll leave it up to you to decode who's 
good at what (hint: Mac’s catch 
phrase is “I'm so hungry I could pass 
out!”). When her friends’ plans to go 
to summer camp are thwarted, Gor- 
geous writes to her reclusive aunt to 


ask if they can all come stay with her 
at her country estate. The aunt gives 
an enthusiastic yes, but soon enough 
we discover she’s got her own nefari- 
ous motivations for wanting so much 
nubile young flesh around 

I don't want to give much away in 
terms of what actually happens in- 
side the house, for reason that will 
become abundantly clear by the time 
the credits start rolling. The string of 
shocks and lunatic reveals Obayashi 
has up his sleeve is a true Pandora's 
Box: the best way to experience this 
film is to be there at the start, clueless 


but curious, as the latch is turned and | 


the lid slowly pried off. | feel guilty 
even writing phrases like “attacked 


by futons” or “banana pile” without 


the benefit of a spoiler alert. 
Technically, too, it's a madcap 
smorgasbord of primitive effects and 


tricks: iris wipes, stop-motion, first- 
generation green screens, smudged 
picture-in-picture, and blatantly ar- 
tificial pastel backdrops for sunsets 
and horizons. It all gives the film 
the same sense of endless possibili- 
ties as a vintage Looney Toons epi- 
sode, and even the crudeness of the 
props is played for full effect. In one 
scene, one of the girls turns on a con- 
spicuously prominent faucet and an- 
nounces she's thirsty — you know it's 
only a matter of time until that water 
starts running blood-red.

It's not long before Guetta, encour 
aged by Banksy, decides to become a 
graffiti artist himself, and re-brands 
himself as “Mr. Brainwash.” 

That's when the film shifts gears. 

Is “Mr. Brainwash” for real, or 
is it all a hoax created by the ever 
subversive Banksy? Does art need to 
play by the “rules?” Does street art 
belong on the walls of a wealthy art 
collector or does it belong illegally on 
the side of trains and buildings? 

Art shouldn't be easy. Or should 
it? Layers of questions form near the 
end of the movie, and it's our job to 
decide for ourselves. 

Exit Through the Gift Shop is en 
tertaining — it's worth the ticket just 
to see the behind the scenes look at 
talented graffiti artists at work — and 
Banksy, ever the clever artist, leaves 
us questioning him every step of the 
way.

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Bike polo and roller derby are both 
enjoying a spike in popularity as 
Edmotonians hunt for an acces- 
sible sport that doesn’t reek of 
spoiled millionaires and last-place 
finishes (see: the Oilers). Bike polo 
is a bastardized urban version of 
traditional polo, with two-wheel 
steeds and hockey rinks replacing 
horses and fields. Roller derby is 
a full-contact female-dominated 
free-for-all, where attitude is ev- 
erything. So will it be bikes, beers, 
and balls or skates, skirts, and 
slams? 


What's sexier? 

For starters, roller skating is 
known to seriously tone glutes 
And booty shorts are practically 
derby dress code. Not to mention 
the fact that derby is basically a 
bad-ass cat-fight on wheels (aka 
hot!). Cee Cee Sickness of €-Ville 
Roller Derby's BlackGold Diggers 
shows no sympathy to the pedal 
pushers: “You got a bunch of grub- 
by hippies on their grubby bikes 
swinging their homemade sticks.” 
Even Neil Macdonald, co-founder 
of Edmonton Bike Polo, admits 
that from “the guys’ perspective, 
yes, roller derby is sexier.” 
ADVANTAGE: ROLLER DERBY 


What's more dangerous? 
While bike polo certainly has the 
potential for injury — Macdonald 
has suffered his share of bumps 
and bruises and last year a player 
got stitches above her eye from 
an errant mallet — roller derby 
is a high-speed contact sport. “A 
girl broke her leg in two places, 
snapped every bone in it,” says 
Sickness, adding that flying el- 
bows, high-speed crashes and 
the “famous fishnet burns” are 
common in derby, Also, with its 
wrestling-on-skates format, derby 
is rough enough to need a referee. 
Bike polo is self-refereed using the 
golden rule: “just don’t be a dick.” 
ADVANTAGE: ROLLER DERBY 


What's more accessible? 

Both encourage new members: €- 
Ville has new-skater nights where 
they lend skates and pads to the 
derby-curious; and if you go watch 
a bike polo match at Ritchie park 
on a sunny Saturday afternoon, 
chances are they'll talk you into 


joining the next pick-up game 
However, besides an unfortunate 
“Dangle Derby” male league in 
the States, roller derby is for girls, 
marginalizing already repressed 
males to emceeing or refereeing. 
Edmonton Bike Polo, while dude- 
heavy, hasn't hung a “no girls al- 
lowed” sign above their clubhouse, 
and has regular lady players 


: 
What's more fun? 

“Bike polo, its pretty fun: riding 
around, whacking a ball, and then 
drinking a beer,” says Macdonald 
When you peel away all the layers 





of costumes, leagues, and rivalries, 
the purest essence of sport is plain 
and simple fun. Bike polo means 
being out in the sun all day with 
your friends, doing stupid shit on 
your bikes and-drinking beer — 
that's a classic good time that nev- 
er goes out of style. So while roller 
derby can boast cooler costumes, 
bigger games, and definitely more 
sex appeal, for straight-up simple 
fun that appeals to the kid in all of 
us, bike polo takes it 


ADVANTAGE: BIKE POLD 


What's more badass? 

Four rounds in the grisly versus 
arena of death and the polo pimps 
and derby dames are dead even. 
This swing vote is a combination 
of the fun, sexiness, and danger 
categories. While bike polo has 
a certain zen appeal, in a bad-ass 
battle, derby has a lot more going 
for it. Just look at the names: derby 
girls skate with monikers like “Sa- 
die Slasher,” “Urethra Franklin,” 
and “Mary F'n Sunshine;” while 
bike polo players use names like 
“Neil,” “Scott,” and “Ted.” “Our 
games are awesome. We have a 
DJ, we've got booze, and we've got 
girls,” says Sickness. “I don’t think 
it's even a comparison.” For having 
more balls than the bikers, derby is 
definitely more badass.

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You might be asking yourself: what 
is this, the battle of my grandma's 
hobbies? Well, did your grandma 
ever challenge the law by doing 
her gardening on someone else's 
property? “It sounds scandalous, 
but it really has the public good 
in mind,” says Dustin Bajer, co 
founder of the Edmonton Guer- 
rilla Gardeners. And these aren't 
gran’s knitters either. They are of 
the tattooed and pierced set and 
make their own clothes as part of 
a punk, do-it-yourself ethic and 
aren't afraid to make a pub their 
home-base. “Making things for 
yourself that you can more easily 
buy I think seems weird to a lot 
of people, but definitely has a lot 
of value,” says Angela Johnston, 
a young knitting circle regular. So 
what's Edmonton's best DIY trend: 
DIY public beautification or DIY 
clothing? 





The gardeners are the sworn en- 
emies of public ugliness, encour- 
aging not just their members, but 
the whole city to throw seed bombs 
at uninspiring empty lots, eyesore 
lawns, and any public space that 
could be categorized either hideous 
or wasted. Not to be outdone, the 
knitters are taking on global-scale 
Opponents; ignorance and apathy. 
“I think there is something sad 
about people just not caring at all 
about how their clothes are made 
or where they come from,” says 
Johnston. “You get more appre- 


ciation out of what you're wear 
ing when you make it yourself 

However, the gardeners rake this 
one in by tackling the mess in our 
backyards. 

ADVANTAGE: GUERRILLA GARDENERS 


Guerrilla gardeners are no style 
slumps. For midnight raids, they 
sport the always stylish all-black 
ensemble accessorized by the 
trendy bandanas to conceal faces 
from security cameras and pesky 
police. But they can't compete with 
the unlimited possibilities afforded 
by someone with superhuman 
knitting prowess. Johnson has 
transformed boring old yarn into 
socks, sweaters, bags, and tank 
tops, limited only by her creativity, 
and has the power to transform a 
Value Village find into something 
totally cutting edge. “Buy some 
crappy sweaters that have good 
yarn,” advises Johnston. “Then 
just unravel the yarn, and that's 
like a $5 sweater you can make 
however you want.” 

ADVANTAGE: INDIE KNITTING 





This category is a bit one-sided 
Sure, sharing needles is always 
risky business, and nobody would 
want to catch the business end of a 
knitting stick in the eye, but for the 
most part knitting is not even close 
to being as dangerous as guerrilla 
gardening. For starters, the plant 
commandoes exist in a legal grey- 
area; their well-intentioned inter- 





ventions could get them slapped 
with a trespassing charge. “It is 
guerrilla in the sense that it’s not 
really legal,” says Bajer. “But we're 
willing to take that chance.” Also, 
the extra-legal dirt warriors have 
to contend with the risks that come 
from hanging out with dirty hoes 
in the ugliest and grimiest areas of 


the city. 





E; GUERRILLA GARDENERS 


This is a question of nature versus 
nurture. Some might say that knit- 
ters have the edge here: Johnson's 
knitting circle meets in the cozy 
café Block 1912, while Bajer’s guer- 
rilla gardeners haunt back alleys, 
empty lots, and sketchy neighbor- 
hoods (the uglier the better). Plus, 
knitting is a 24/7/365 activity, 
while gardeners are limited to Ed- 
monton’ all too brief explosion of 
sexy green vitality we like to call 
summer. For being an activity that 
makes more sense in Edmonton's 
winter wonderland, score a point 
for the close-knit club of indie 
knitters.

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To many people riding at the skate 
park is a freeing lifestyle. But in 
any lifestyle, there will always be 
competition. If you are a skate- 
boarder then your beef is with the 
BMX rider, and vice versa, Local 
skateboarders and BMX riders 
were asked their opinion on who 
should rule the park. 


= Beach 
Starting costs for a skateboard are 
affordable. The whole package 
deck, wheels, trucks ete will 
cost you about $150. But maintain 
ing your board is what is really go- 
ing to cost you. A $60 board will 
usually last a couple of months if 
you skate frequently, Trucks and 
wheels can last three years at the 
very most and those can range 
from $50 - $200 

The initial cost of a BMX bike is 
significantly higher. A good bike 
will cost on average $1,000. A 
BMX may cost more to begin with 
but in the long run it is cheaper. 
The parts do not break on a bike 
as fast as they do on a skateboard. 
The cost for maintenance of a bmx 


can range from $20-$100 a year.

Stepping onto the skate park for 
the first time can be a little in 
timidating, especially if you have 
no idea what you are doing, Sam 
Irving says he used to skate for a 
long time before he:gave it up last 
year. Now he rides a BMX and says 
that he finds it a lot easier. 

“The fundamentals of skateboard- 
ing are a lot more difficult to un 
derstand,” he says. “On a BMX you 
can go higher, faster and harder, 

A group of skateboarders at Mill- 
woods Skate Park didn’t like that 
statement at all, A skater who 
wished to be referred to as ‘Beans’ 
said that riding a BMX takes no

"You can ride a bike when you're 
five,” he says.

Wilson said that skateboarding is 
more “reckless.” When you ride a 
skateboard it is easier to fall, so it 
pushes you to do better 

My opinion is there is only so 
much you can do on a bike,” Wil 
son says. 

When he was asked what exactly 
a skateboard offers him that a bike 
can't he concluded the interview by 
saying he didn’t know — he would 
have to “skate on it.” 

And just like that he leapt off

Riding a bike may be easier but

Grudges are strong at the skate 
park. Beans and his friends Chris 
and Charlie — nicknamed Elton — 
were especially outspoken about 
who should'be allowed at the park 
‘They are riding on our turf,” 
Beans says. “They are overstaying 
their welcome. 

The three of them say that they 
have seen a lot of bullying, stealing 
and drug pushing coming from the 
BMX-ers 

Marshall was said to be the most 
experienced BMX rider at the 
Millwoods park by more then one 
skater and BMX rider. Beans and 
his friends also say he has been at 
the park the longest 

Marshall says that he rather en 
courage riders at the park rather 
then bully them. In fact he seemed 
insulted when he was asked if he 
had ever bullied someone at the 
park 

‘You have to encourage people to 
do well. You have to otherwise you 
hurt the positive energy [at the 
park],” he says 

He said that if you want to be liked 
at the park you just got to show 
that you want to get better and 
that you are trying to do your best 
He even goes as far to say he gets 
an ‘electric’ feeling when he rides 
with people at the park, whether 
they are a skateboarder or not. 

His friend Nein Tarnowski agrees, 
saying that he would even lend

ADVANTAGE: BMX 


Overall the BMX crew won by a 
landslide. Not only did they have 
a cheaper ride —in the long run— 
but they also had a better attitude 
about how the skate parks should 
be shared. Like I said before how- 
ever there were some exceptions. 
Some skaters didn’t care about the 
turf war but once somebody had a 
problem you would know.

Fucked Up's sweaty, shirtless, some- 
times bleeding frontman, Damian 
Abraham, has added some new 
epithets to his name this past year: 
father, soda-addict, 
Public Enemy collaborator and social 


recovering 


activist 

Fucked Up has long been known for 
their ties to Toronto's anarchist and 
political activism scene, and Abra- 
ham is now using their heightened 
public profile — they won Canada’s 
prestigious Polaris Prize in 2009 and 
have over 50 releases to their name — 
to get involved in a way that he hopes 
can make real change. Most recently, 
Abraham joined Naomi Klein and a 
host of other Toronto counter cultur- 
alists to show the flaws that exist in 
the food bank system. Abraham had 
to make some sacrifices: 

“One of the things | had to give 
up is soda, so I'm two weeks now as 
soda-clean. I just tried to not go back

to drinking two litres of soda a day,” 
Abraham laughs, but he understands 
he paid a small price to raise aware 
ness of how unhealthy the food bank 
is for struggling families. “It wasn't 
like I was actually on the food bank; 
I was following what | could eat from 
this food-bank pantry, but at the end 
of the day | knew that I could quit 
at any time. It was hard going from 
being someone who has a surplus of 
food in my life to a really miserable 
level of sustenance.” 

This is the most recent Fucked 
Up social activism, but ever since 
the group won the $20,000 Polaris 


Prize, they've been involved with 
other organizations. With the Polaris 
proceeds they recorded an album, 
with 100 per cent of sales going to 
charities that raise awareness about 
crimes against aboriginal women 
Justice For Missing And Murdered 
Indigenous Women, DTES Power Of 
Women Group and Sisters In Spirit 
Abraham talked about the problems 
that are inevitably involved when a 
band moves into the sphere of social- 
ly-active spokespeople 

“I've never really been in the posi- 
tion to ever think about being able 
to do anything like this. It's a really 


weird thing because I would never 
want it to come across as me pro- 
moting the band, which is something 
we really ran into with the benefit 
single for “David Comes To Life.” I 
don't want people to ever think that 
we're doing it for publicity. At the 
same time, if | can lend this public 
persona to helping someone out, I'd 


Fucked Up is still making music 
and after the huge year they had in 
2009, which saw them tour China 
play with many of their heroes and 
win the Polaris, 2010 sees them set 
tled and confident about the future 

“I've been saying this is our peak 
since we started as a band. In 2005 
1 was like 'we sold out a basement

Speaking to the always affable 
Abraham will convince you that 
the band’s motivation is completely 
selfless. He is passionate about the 
charities and knowledgeable about 
the problem. 

"This was something that was 
just crying out for more attention, 
and some of the organizations are 
small enough that we thought that 
the money we raise can have a real 
impact. It also kind of happened 
because we won the Polaris and we 
did a press conference, and at the 
last second | called an audible and 
was like ‘I'm going to announce this 
charity record right now,’ and after 
that we had to figure how to make it 





happen as soon as possibl 


in Philadelphia, things aren't getting 
any better than this,” which was awe 

some, and I'm not downplaying that 
but things just keep getting weirder 
Like we're hopefully going to be dc 

ing something with Public Enemy 
which is the weirdest development 
that’s happened this year. We might 
do a couple of days on a tour with 
them, and we're currently planning 
out a collaboration with Chuck D, 
which is really bizarre and kind of 
came the most out of the realm of 
possibility ever.” 

Abraham's 
and passion for Fucked Up's projects 
music and otherwise, will make you 
believe that by the end of 2010, hun 
dreds of more epithets will be added

[havea confession to make: for years, 
I've thought about being a stripper. 
The idea of being desired by so many 
people, even superficially, has an 
undeniable appeal. So, it was with 
curiosity and indulgence that I began 
Craig Seymour's memoir, All I Could 


Bare: My Life in the Strip Clubs of 


Gay Washington, D.C. 

I knew the premise: grad student 
moonlights as a stripper. Common- 
enough story and [ assumed it'd be 
spent justifying a need for money 
and exposing filthy underbellies in 
the gay strip club world. Basically, 
a modern-day Morality Play with 
cock-rings. 

Seymour tosses misconceptions to 
the side like a discarded G-string. 
This isn’t your daddy's strip joint 
These are the gay strip clubs of Wash- 
ington, D.C. in the 1990s, permitting 
dancers to perform completely na- 
ked and customers to touch. For Sey- 
mour, this meant less dancing and 
more ‘take off your clothes and let 
customers fondle your erection.” 

As Belle de Jour did for London call 
girls, Seymour reveals to us the world 
of dancers working in gay strip clubs. 
Note I didn't say “gay strippers.” The 
variety of complex sexual identities 
populating these clubs is one of the 
book's most interesting subjects. 
Early on, while researching the topic 
of his graduate thesis, Seymour in- 
terviews Jake, a dancer, Jake says he 
identifies as straight, tells customers 
he's bisexual (“because the custom:

ers like to think there's a chance") 
and theorizes that, in a way, he must 
be bi as he couldn't go through the 
sexual act of letting hundreds of men 
touch him if he wasn’t 

Seymour lifts his memoir above 
superficial titillation and fantasy- 
indulgence. In conversations with 
fellow dancers and customers, we 
see individuals often considered 
sex-obsessed or “creepy old men” as 
complicated, beautiful people with 
relatable reasons — desire, intimacy, 
validation, belonging — for inhabit: 
ing this world. He maintains a light 
tone throughout, including a story 
of the horrors of impending bowel 
movements when you're a naked 
performer about to go onstage 

This isn't to say All I Could Bare 
is a strip joint masterpiece. When 
Seymour writes of his post-stripping 
time as a music journalist it's unsur- 
prising given the abundance of "90s 
music references. With so many lyr- 


ics quoted, it felt at times more like | 


a teenager's blog than a published 
memoir. Plus, his referencing of for- 
mer-friend Matt Drudge and pages 
on his interviews with Mariah Carey, 


Mary J. Blige, and Janet Jackson felt | 


like cool-kid name-dropping when 
his story is interesting enough with 
out them. 

AIL I Could Bare is really about tak- 


ing risks. Unfortunately, Seymour | 


spells that out in a contrived “talking 
about my past on a first date” con: 
vention that bookends the memoir 
Nevertheless, as Seymour writes of 
his expanding identity, | questioned 
my own. All I Could Bare maves be 
yond a potential collection of sala 
cious stories and empowers the read 
er to examine what your boundaries 
truly are. 

So, I guess this means you may just 
see me publicly dropping trow. Sey 
mour started at 27, so | figure I've got 
a year to hit the gym first
